performed the duties of Dean of the 
Law School during the past year, states 
that the appointment of Dean Kramer 
completes the staffing of top administra- 
tive offices as devised to carry out the 
University’s recently expanded teaching 
and research program in law and au- 
gers a bright future for the program. 

Previous to his appointment as As- 
sistant Attorney General, Dean Kramer 
was Professor of Law at Duke Univer- 
sity for 12 years. He also taught law 
in summer sessions at Stanford, New 
York University, University of North 
Carolina, and Northwestern University. 

Specializing in the fields of taxation, 
administrative law, conflict of laws, and 
jurisprudence, the new dean has made 
important contributions to legal jour- 
nals and edited three case books on 
taxation. 

Always an outstanding scholar, Rob- 
ert Kramer received the AB degree cum 
laude in 1935 from Harvard, and the 
LLB degree magna cum laude in 1938 
from Harvard Law School. 

His first position after graduation 
was as an attorney for the National 
Labor Relations Board. In 1940, he 
joined the staff of the US Department 
of Justice as an attorney in the Anti- 
trust Division. After a period of war- 
time service ending as Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Army Office of Chief of 
Ordinance, he entered private practice 


in New York City.

Basketball Season 
Glows With Triumphs 


Although slightly behind last year’s 
record at the same stage of the cam- 
paign, Bill Reinhart’s basketball team 
seems headed for another berth in the 
Southern Conference tournament at 
Richmond next month, barring a whole- 
sale and unexpected collapse. A game 
with nationally ranked St. John’s of 
Brooklyn highlights the home schedule 
on February 14. 

With seven of the season’s 12 confer- 
ence games to be played in February, 
the squad started off by bagging two 
of its first three conference games, beat- 
ing Richmond and VMI, but losing to 
William and Mary. Remaining games 
with ever dangerous West Virginia and 
Virginia Tech, a surprisingly strong 
Furman quint, and The Citadel stand 
between GW and a place in the tourna- 
ment which starts March 2. 

Highlight of the early season compe- 
tition was the come-from-behind win 
over arch-rival, Georgetown, on January 
17, when the Colonials, led by their 
high-scorer, Jon Feldman, overcame a 
19-point deficit to win 83-75. It was 
GW’s 16th win in the last 20 games 
with Georgetown, although the Hoyas 
hold a 34-28 edge in the series, which 
started in 1907. 

Although 3 points below his 1959-60 
average, Feldman is averaging 18.2; 
with Dick Markowitz and Ralph Kunze, 
both seniors, following with 13.7 and 
12.2. Kunze, whom Reinhart calls the 
most underrated player in the Southern 
Conference, played his last game on 
January 21. He is due to receive his 
diploma this month.
